German Capital Invades Ireland 


By JOHN r. GAL55 


DUBLIN, Ireland (A P )— Nuala 
O’Dea, 26, from an old Irish farm ­ 
ing family, is a tiny and satisfied 
p art of a German economic inva­ 
sion rolling across her homeland. 
Miss O’Dea works for a German 
factory in the sprawling industrial 
hinterland springing up around 
Shannon Airport. She starts at 
8 a.m. in a brightly lit, air-condi­ 
tioned factory block, takes orders 


from German bosses and earns 
$18.20 a week. 
“I’m at least 3 pounds—$8.40— 
a week better off than in my last 
job as a waitress,” she says. “I 
am also able to stay in Ireland. 
Until this job came along, I had 
made up my mind to emigrate, 
probably to America. There was 
not enough work for me on the 
farm .” 
Land Values Spurt 
Other Irish people view the Ger­ 


man invasion less blissfully. 
German land investments have 
sent valued rocketing in some 
areas, good fauns of 200 acres 
now cost more than twice the na­ 
tional average of $225 to $250 an 
acre. German demand has also 
pushed the prices of some resi­ 
dential holdings in County Cork 
to about IO times their previous 
level—to $700 per acre.

in County Donegal. Much of it is 
farmland. 
Dublin's 
Junior

Plenty Of Workers 
There are benefits ranging from 
interest-free 7-year loans to a 10- 
year tax holiday on the profits of 
all new export industries. At Shan­ 
non, the tax holiday lasts until 
1984 and raw m aterials enter the 
airport free of duty. 
Twenty-four German industries 
have settled in the republic since 
1959, attracted by these favorable 
term s and also the availability of 
a large low-cost labor poM. Ger­ 
man industries are turning out on

are only indicators of the future,” 
Schweigert 
maintains.

Schweigert lists three areas of 
research, in order of their impor­ 
tance. which appear most fruitful 
for leading to expanding markets 
for animal products. 
They are: processed foods for 
human consumption, animal feeds 
and industrial chemicals. 
One of the most rapidly expand- j 
ing uses of animal products devel- 1 
oped in recent years. Schweigert i 
says, is the 500 million pounds 
of animal fats used each year in 
livestock, poultry and pet foods. I 
But competitive materials have 
been cutting into fields formerly 
dominated by animal by-products, 
Schweigert reports.

Decision Favors I 


City Dwellers 
I 


WASHINGTON (A P )-L aw yers 
fighting for more political power 
for city folks and suburbanites 
got a big lift today out of a “one 
person, one vote” decision by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
To Charles S. Rhyne, former 
president of the American Bar As­ 
sociation and attorney for city 
dweller*, the decision points bi 
only one direction: 
Eventually—and probably soon­ 
er than many people think—both 
houses of each state legislature 
in the 50 states will be appor­ 
tioned 
according to population. 
This would indeed be a political 
revolution, turning many a politi­ 
cian’s 
plans and 
future 
topsy­ 
turvy. 
Long Fight Ahead 
But the day is not yet, end a 
leader on die other side of the 
fight, Brevard Crihfield, execu­ 
tive secretary of the Council of 
State Governments, sees a long, 
controversy-strewn road ahead. 
Crihfield holds with retired Su­ 
preme Court Justice Felix Frank­ 
furter that the high court was un-1 
wise to venture into die “political 
thicket” of voting apportionment.; 
“I 
forsee,” 
Crihfield told 
a 
newsman today, “almost limitless ; 
litigation and confusion ahead of j 
us, to the detriment of orderly | 
governmental processes.* 
“Actually Monday’s 8-1 decision 
did not deal with apportionment: 
of state legislatures—though many 
lawyers felt it inscribed certain 
handwriting on the wall. 
What it did was to administer 
the coup de grace to Georgia’s 
old county unit system for reckon- 
ing results of statewide Demo- j 
cratic primaries. The system, be­ 
fore it was revamped somewhat 
in a vain attempt to get by the 
courts, made a farmer’s vote in 
the least populous county worth 
99 times the vote of an Atlanta 
citizen. 
Harlan Dissents 
This was done by providing that j 
a governorship candidate, for ex­ 
ample, who carried a county got 
all its unit votes. One result was ! 
that red-gallused Gene Tallmadge. I 
late governor, once remarked that 
he never bothered to campaign in ! 
a community big enough to have j 
streetcar tracks. 
The system was knocked out by I 
a lower federal court, and last 
year’s Georgia primary was on a 
popular basis. An appeal was filed, i 
however, and Monday the unit 
system went out the window ir­ 
revocably. Writing far the major­ 
ity, Justice William O. Douglas 
said the concept of political equal­ 
ity, from the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence down, “can mean only , 
one thing—one person, one vote.” 
To the dissenter, Justice John 
M. Harlan, this “Aiea in the face 
of history.” He said the idea of 
“one person, one vote” has never j 
been universally accepted in Eng­ 
land or this country. 
Harlan said he could not deem 
it Irrational for Georgia to “apply j 
its county unit system to the selec­ 
tion of candidates for . . . 
state-; 
wide offices in order to assure, 
a g a i n s t a predominantly ‘city 
jx)int of view* in the administra- : 
tior. of state affairs.” 
Ferment 
over 
apportionment j 
has spread rapidly across the na- j 
tion as a result of the Supreme j 
Court’s “Baker vs. Carr” decision 
in March 1962. The court ruled | 
then for the first time that feder- j 
a1 courts have jurisdiction when : 
citizens contend they are victims 
of “individious discrimination” in 
apportionment 
of 
state 
legisla­ 
tures. 
More Lawsuits 
Nobody can keep track of the 
total 
number of lawsuits 
filed 
since then, but they number at 
least 78 in 38 states. Fiften state 
Jegislaures have taken some re­ 
apportionment action, although not 
in many cases to the satisfaction 
of city dwellers. In 17 states re­ 
apportionment is in one stage or 
another of consideration. 
Eleven cases are headed for pos- 
lible decision 
bv the Supreme 
Court, with more to follow. One 
prime 
question 
remains 
unan­ 
swered. Is it all right to base one 
house of a legislature on geogra­ 
phy, as in Congress, where each 
state has two senators? 
Cases from Maryland and Michi­ 
gan could be the vehicles for de­ 
ciding 
this 
momentous 
issue. 
Maryland’s highest court ruled it 
is legal for the state Senate to be 
based on geography: Michigan’s 
Supreme Court ruled the opposite 
Behind the cities* drive for pro­ 
portionate power in legislature is 
the feeling they are short-changed 
now on mass transport, education 
and other metropolitan needs. 
Behind the rural blocs’ fight is 
a fear that city voters might ride 
roughshod over them, neglecting 
the problems peculiar to the coun­ 
tryside.

Overweight May 
Err In Rush To 
Reduce By Diet 


SALISBURY, N.C. — If you 


want to live to enjoy ripe old age, 
start watching your diet while you 
are still young, advises a Michi­ 
gan State University nutritionist. 
But, warns Dr. Olaf Mickelsen, 


nutrition is only one of many 
factors bearing on old age. 
What is more, he reports: 
1. Eating fats may have nothing 


at all to do with heart attacks. 
2. Obesity frequently fails to 


have anything to do with early 
death. 


3. Old folks probably do not re­ 
quire any more nutrients than 
young people. 


The 
MSU 
professor of bio­ 
chemistry and of foods and nutri­ 
tion observed that many facets of 
nutrition in the aged are not well 
understood and deserve more re­ 
search. 
Research, he said, has shown 


that in many countries where fat 
intake is high, heart disease is al­ 
so high, and vice-versa. 
“All this evidence,” he caution­ 
ed, “is purely circumstantial . . . 
An equally good correlation . . . 
can be secured if (heart disease 
deaths) were plotted against the 
number of television sets, radios, 
cars or other accouterments of the 
more 
economically 
advanced 


Countries.” 


Old And Heavy 


Pressures of modern life and 


lack of exercise, he indicated, may 
be as important or more impor­ 
tant than diet as a cause of heart 
disease. 
However, he added, for persons 


who have had coronary attacks or 
appear to be susceptible to them, 
a diet high in unsaturated fats 
and low in saturated fats appears 
to be of benefit. 
While it is probably true that 


overweight persons tend to die at 
an earlier age. the MSU professor 
continued, “there is a surprising 
number of older individuals who 
are considerably overweight.’* 
It may be unwise, he added, to 


subject such persons to the rigors 
of a vigorous weight-reduction 
program. Such a program, he said, 
may fail to accomplish any physi­ 
cal good and could cause exces­ 
sive mental anguish. 
“Since all of us are rapidly and 


Ii ie vocably approaching old age, 
it would behoove us to take care I 
of any necessary weight reduc­ 
tion right now, he said. 
He noted that there is a con­ 
siderable problem involved in de­ 
termining precisely what consti­ 
tutes obesity and its effects on old 
age.

men. and are less susceptible to 
heart attack. 
“Yet throughout their lives,” he 


added, “they contain a consider­ 
ably higher proportion of body 
fat than do men.”

Hence which suggests that older j 
people require additional amounts I 
of any specific nutrient over those 
required by younger adults . . . 
Older individuals can get along 
very well on the amounts of nu­ 
trients suggested as requirements 
for younger people.” 
There is evidence, however, he 


adad, that old persons should re­ 
duce their calorie intake. This, he 
explained, is because of a reduced 
basal metabolic rate and usually, 
a decrease in physical activity. 
Lack of teeth, the MSU nutri­ 
tionist said, does not seem to be 
a factor in preventing old people 
from obtaining adequate nutrition. 
Researchers, he said, “were sur­ 
prised at how well older people 
ate with no teeth pr ill-fitting 
dentures.”

Have you noticed that w hen 
Chocolate Layer Cake is listed on 
a restaurant menu, it usually turns 
out to be a white cake filled and 
covered with chocolate frosting?

In 1951 city voters balloted on a 
proposal to increase taxes 3.5 mills 
for IO years to create a school 
construction 
and 
repair 
fund. 
Since, $143,000 has been used to 
make various 
school 
improve­ 
ments, including shop and home 
economics renovation. 
The thinking at the time was 
that school buildings were get­ 
ting older and would need im­ 
provements. When this time came, 
it was reasoned, this fund would 
provide the needed revenue, while 
at the same time earning interest 
on the unusued portion. If the 
money had been borrowed, inter­ 
est would have been paid on it, 
causing additional expense. 
The levy brought in $225,002.09 
in regular tax collections, $18,- 
480.63 delinquent tax, and $966.67 
interest on delinquent tax, for a 
grand total of $253,949.39. This 
includes $7,500 transferred from 
the general fund in 1960-61 and 
$2,000 earned in interest on cer­ 
tificates of deposit. 
In the first four years of the 
levy, the tax brought from $15,— 
500 to $17,250 income to the dis­ 
trict, and then in 1955-56 brought 
in $23,800. W ith valuation changes 
in the community this increased 
to $30,836 in its final 
year. 
A 
change in the method of assessing, 
providing that only state equaliz­ 
ed valuation may be used resulted 
in an increase in the amount of 
revenue from the tax. 
Expenditures were heaviest in 
1958-59 when the shop was re­ 
modeled at cost of $80,989.57.

on-time 
payments possible. 
A new sentence solves a tax 
problem for school districts in­ 
volving more than one county by 
allowing them to use throughout 
the district the tax rate available 
in the county having the largest 
part of the district's area. 
The am ount of state aid receiv­ 
ed by each school district is de­ 
term ined by the school aid form u­ 
la w ritten each year by the legis­ 
lature. This varies from year to 
year both as to details and as to 
total amounts. This formula dis­ 
tributes the schools’ share of the 
sales tax, but it has been years 
since the school's share sales tax 
revenues were adequate to “pay 
out” the formula. In spite of this, 
the legislature has acknowledged 
its responsibility for local school 
finances and has 
increased 
the 
formula, using m illions of dollars 
from the general fund. 
The new constitution saves the 
bookkeeping expense of the P ri­ 
mary School Interest Fund. This 
fund is deleted, as it is nothing 
but an in-and-out • bookkeeping 
item in the school aid formula 
and does not increase the level of 
state aid paid for schools. 
The present unrealistic consti­ 
tutional debt limit of $250,000 is 
removed in the new 
constitution 
and replaced by separate provis­ 
ions for long-term and short-term 
borrowing.

The Stanford Research Institute 
has unveiled a fast, inexpensive 
printing process that uses dry ink 
and prints words or pictures by 
magnetic attraction. 
The 
process 
was 
announced 
Monday. It is called electrostatic. 
or pressureless, printing, accord­ 
ing to Stanford engineers Clyde 
Childress and Louis Kabell. its 
inventors, 
and 
can be used 
to 
print commercially on nearly any­ 
thing. 
Officials expect the process to 
have a m ajor impact on the print­ 
ing industry, the nation’s second 
largest business. 
Scientists have proved the feasi­ 
bility of the process by printing 
On apples and potatoes in Yakima, 
Wash., they said. 
"We can print on almost any 
object or surface you can think 
of.” said Jerom e Flax, president 
of Electrostatic Printing Corp. of 
America. San Francisco sponsor 
of the project which has patent 
rights. 
‘ Variations 
in 
size 
and 
shape or roughness aren’t a prob­ 
lem. We can achieve full color 
reproduction on eggshells or plas­ 
tic containers, or m etal cans or 
corrugated cardboard.” 
The 
process 
uses 
electrically 
charged backing plates to attract 
the dry ink from an imprinting 
screen—the other electrode plate— 
onto the m aterial to be printed. 
Heat or chemicals are used to 
fuse the ink particles to the sur­ 
face. 
Drug names or even dosages 
can be printed on uncoated pills 
by the new process, Flax said.
